(Fatherland) I am unable to 
make a report.

In 1921-22 I 
was president of the junior 
class in the School of Jour- 
nalism, Columbia University, 
and one of the requirements for 
graduation was to translate one 
column of a foreign language 
into newspaper english in two 
hours. I choae gennan, flunked 
two tests, and switched to the 
University of Miasouri, whose 
School of Journalism had no 
such requirement, and was 
graduated with B.J. in 1923. 


Joseph Pulitaer put in the 


foreign language requirement 
when founding the Columbia 
University school on the theory 
that every American newspa- 
perman ought to know at least 
one foreign language. And he 
was correct. In my tests the 
instructors reported I rendered 
a readable translation "but too 
loose in meaning." 


I'll speU out my trouble. In 


english you write, "Today I 
ought to have gone to the 
country." But the German 
arrangement is: "Today to the 
country I ought to have gone." 
In gennan the verbs pile up at 
the end of the sentence—and a 
half-baked reporter is never 
sure whether he went to the 
country, was about to go to the 
country, or possibly didn't go at 
all. 


About the only way I'd learn a 


foreign language would be to go 
to another country, live with the 
natives, 
shun 
American 


tourists—and learn the hard 
way ... by daily practice.

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Costs 
rise is 
slowed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


rise in living costs slowed be- 
low President Nixon's target 
goal of 3 per cent in the first 
year of his wage-price control 
program, the government re- 
ported today. 


"In the 12 months ending in 


August, the first year of the 
economic 
stabilisation pro- 


gram, the Consumer Price In- 
dex rose 2.9 per cent. This com- 
pares with a rise of 4.4 per cent 
in the preceding 12-month peri- 
od," the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics said. 


The report said living costs in 


August rose two-tenths of one 
per cent, half the previous 
month's rise. 


The bureau also reported that 


the average paycheck of some 
SO million nunk-and-file workers 
rose to $137.23 a week and that, 
after allowance for inflation, 
the past year's increase in pur- 
chasing power was the largest 
on record. 


The report, marking the first 


anniversary of the Nixon eco- 
nomic controls, said the Con- 
sumer Price Index rose to 125.7 
in August. This meant it cost 
$12.57 last month for every $10 
worth of typical family spend- 
ing five years ago. 


The report said food prices 


rose three-tenths of one per 
cent in August and were 3.8 per 
cent higher than a year earlier. 


Housing costs were up three- 


tenths of one per cent for the 
month and 3.8 per cent for the 
year; 
clothing 
declined 


.two4enths for the month* and 
was up 1.5 per cent'for the 
year; transportation rose two- 
tenths in August and was one 
per cent higher than a year 
ago; medical care was up two- 
tenths for the month and 2.2 
per cent for the year; and re- 
creation costs remained un- 
changed in August and were up 
2.8 per cent over the year. 


The bureau said 
grocery 


prices in August increased in- 
stead of declining slightly as 
they usually do for the month. 


"Meat prices rose nine-tenths 


of one per cent, slightly more 
than the usual seasonal rise, 
but less than the increases in 
both June and July," the bu- 
reau said. 


Dairy products, fruits and 


vegetables and poultry declined 
in price, the report said. 
"Gasoline prices rose sharply, 
reflecting changes in dealer 
discounts and the application of 
sales taxes in California to 
gasoline," the report said. 


Prices for both new and used 


cars declined but less than usu- 
al for the month, the bureau 
said. 


There were also increases in 


the cost of mortgage interest 
and property taxes, it said. 
"Movie admission charges de- 
clined for the first time in five 
months," it said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A bill 


passed by the Senate would 
give the president sweeping 
new power to curtail air traffic 
to and from countries harbor- 
ing skyjackers or assisting air- 
borne terrorists.

the Freedom of Information 
Act.

The govern- 
ment, however, has no rights. 
It has only limited power dele- 
gated to it from 'We, the 
people," the House Government 
Operations Committee 
said

A 46,000-word report on the 


impact and administration of 
the 5-year-old Freedom of In- 
formation Act was released by 
the committee 
which took 


sworn testimony from 142 wit- 
nesses in 41 days of public 
hearings. 


The panel concluded there is 


a need "to strengthen and clar- 
ify (the law) to make it more 
effective and responsive to an 
open society." 


The law, which took effect 


July 4, 1967, provides that any 
citizen may see a government 
document in the files, but lists 
specific categories of material 
which can be exempt from dis- 
closure.

gram positive staphylococcus 
infection where other infection 
control procedures have been 
unsuccessful." 


The agency said it was basing 


its action on recent evidence 
that 39 French babies died as 
the result of baby powder ac- 
cidentally contaminated with 6 
percent HCP. 


The agency's decision is com- 


plicated by recent confirmation 
that infection outbreaks in- 
creased sixfold in hospital nurs- 
eries that stopped routine HCP 
bathing of newborn infants. 


In fact, the FDA had delayed 


action until now on its January 


proposal to restrict the antibac- 
terial skin cleanser to hospital 
and prescription use and ban 
its inclusion in vaginal deodor- 
ants. 


The FDA's regulatory deci- 


sion will have a large impact 
on the multimillion-dollar cos- 
metic industry.

Four new targets hit by U.S. jets 


SAIGON (AP) - U.S. Air 


Force jets ranged between 
Hanoi and the Chinese border 
to attack four new targets, the 
7th Air Force announced today. 


It was the first time since 


full-scale bombing resumed 
over North Vietnam that new 
targets had been hit. 


Meanwhile in South Vietnam, 


Communist-led forces attacked 
seven government positions as 
fighting spread closer to the 
capital of Quang Ngai province. 


Three of the targets for the 


first time in North Vietnam 
were military and storage 
areas north and northwest of 
Hanoi. 


• Along the northwest rail line, 
F4 pilots using laser-guided 
bombs reported knocking out a 
rail bridge and a highway 


bridge 85 miles northwest of 
Hanoi and 65 miles below the 
Chinese border. 


The highway bridge was at- 


tacked for the first time. 


The U.S. Command reported 


that Air Force, Navy and Ma- 
rine tactical fighter-bombers 
flew more than 280 strikes 
across North Vietnam Thurs- 
day. 


The Command announced the 


loss of the 102nd American jet 
over North Vietnam in the new 
bombing campaign. It said an 
Air Force RF4 reconnaissance 
jet was hit by antiaircraft fire 
this morning. 


The two crewmen parachuted 


into the Tonkin Gulf and were 
picked up by a rescue helicop- 
ter 45 minutes later. 


The fighting in Quang Ngai 


province marked the end of the 


first week of a North Vietnam- 
ese and Viet Cong offensive in 
the northern coastal province 
which is considered of little 
strategic value except for a 
stretch of Highway 1 running 
through it. 


An eight-mile stretch of High- 


way 1 was reported cut from 
Quang Ngai City, the province 
capital, southward to Fire Base 
Snoopy, an old American out- 
post. The city is 75 miles south 
of Da Nang. 


Associated Press correspond- 


ent Michael Putzel reported 
from Da Nang that two out- 
posts just to the east and west 
of Quang Ngai city came under 
small arms attack. 


The outpost to the west was 


abandoned and radio contact 
was lost with the one to the 
east.

The problems Shriver has 


had to face have been many

rallies and street crowds. 


McGovern made the state- 


ments to newsmen as his cam- 
paign jet headed to Detroit 
after a day of troubles in his 
city-hopping campaign. 


McGovern had barely flown 


out of New York City when run- 
ning-mate Shriver flew in. 
Shriver immediately went to a 
private home for a fund-raising 


cocktail party. 
Shriver campaign aide* saM 


he was considering flying to 
Texas today for an appearance 
in 
Floresville-*-abiM* seven 


miles from Connally'i ranch, 
where Nixort was scheduled to 
be.Earlier Thursday* Shriver 
told the City dub of Cleveland 
that he hopes to "became the 
people's voice at the top of gov- 
ernment." He maintained there 
is "too little representation of 
the people" in Washington.

LITTLE ROCK TAP) — A 


quick glance at the Oklahoma 
State University game film and 
you would have thought some- 
one pulled a fast one. 


"They look just like Texas," 


says Arkansas assistant coach 
Mervin 
Johnson. 
"They're 


wearing burnt orange uniforms 
like Texas and running Texas' 
offense." 


Texas' offense is the Wish- 


bone-T. OSU switched to the 
Wishbone late last spring and 
set a school record 580 yards 
rushing in a season opening 21- 
3 victory over the University of 
Texas-Arlington. 


Arkansas, extremely success- 


ful in halting Texas' Wishbone 
last year, gets a crack at OSU 
here Saturday night. 


Texas entered the Arkansas 


game last year averaging 320 
yards a game rushing. The 
Longhorns, hampered by in- 
juries and the Razorbacks, net- 
ted only 140 yards on the 
ground. 


Any secret? 
"We just had great and good 


recognition," said Johnson, the 
Razorbacks' defensive coor- 
dinator. "Maybe we weren't 
fooled as badly as we had been 
in previous years with the de- 
ception." 


-Johnson says the Wishbone is 
a "fantastic offense." 


"It's a kind of a goal line of- 


fehse and you have to involve 
your secondary more in a run, 
but by the same token you've 
got to really be careful," John- 
son said. "You get used to com- 
ing up and you get in hot water 
in a hurry When they go deep." 


Arkansas opened its season 


Sept. 9, losing 3MO to the Uni- 
versity of Southern California 
— a team that operates from 
the pro-type offense. 


"There is a real adjustment, 


especially for the secondary, in 
adjusting from the pro type set 
to the Wishbone, back to the 
pro set and then back to the 
Wishbone," 
Johnson 
said. 


"Looking at the schedule, that 
is the kind of adjustment we 
are going to have to make 
week after week." 


OSU's Wishbone is in the 


hands of quarterback Brent 
Blackman. 


"We remember him from last 


year," Johnson said. "He is 
awfully hard to tackle and his 
ability in the open field is 
frightening." 


Last year, Blackman hustled 


the Cowboys 60 yards in five 
plays for a second quarter 
touchdown that tied the score 
10-10. Blackman darted the fi- 
nal 13 yards himself. Arkansas 


quarterback 
Joe 
Ferguson 


moved the Razorbacks 80 yards 
to a touchdown in the final sec* 
onds of the half and Arkansas 
went on to a 31-10 victory, the 
triumph was the Razorbacks' 
14th in their last 15 meetings 
with OSU. 


Blackman gained 173 yards 


on 12 carries against Arlington 
Fountain Smith contributed 123 
and George Palmer added 99. 


The point spread over Arling- 


ton probably would have been 
much greater, but the Cowboys 
fumbled seven times. 


Arkansas will start essential- 


ly the same defense that 
opened against USC although 
John Moseley is expected to re- 
place the injured Jim Irwin at 
left cornerback. 


Offensively, the Razorbacks 


are still searching for a full- 
back. 


Mike Saint, a senior, and 


Marsh White, a sophomore, 
played against USC, but neither 
is expected to compete against 
the Cowboys.

NEW YORK (AP) - Sargent 


Shriver planned a rush-hour 
handshaking stop in a New 
York subway today while con- 
templating a quick trip to 
Texas to try and upstage John 
Connelly's ranch party for 
President Nixon. 


The Shriver campaign staff 


didn't know early today if the 
Democratic vice presidential 
candidate would fly to Texas 
but he cancelled a stop sched- 
uled today in Providence, R.I. 


His New York politicking was 


to range from a Manhattan 
subway stop to a bronx super- 
market and an outdoor rally in 
Queens 


Awaiting him in South Texas, 


if he chose to accept, was a 
tamalada—a Mexican-Ameri- 
can gathering normally dedi- 
cated to eating tamales and 
beans, drinking beer and, in 
season, talking politics. 


The location: the Wilson 


County Courthouse grounds in 
Floresville, seven miles from 
ConnaHy's ranch where at 
about the same time the former 
Treasury secretary waits to 
welcome Nixon and 350 other 
guests. Connally is rounding up 
Democrats for Nixon and is 
supposed to have 200 in tow for 
the ranch party. 


Connally, a rich man with 


longtime oil connections, has 
become a favorite target of 
Shriver and presidential nomi- 
nee George McGovern during 
the campaign. 


If he accepts the tamalada 


invitation, Shriver would be 
mingling with a Mexican-Amer- 
ican crowd of voters while Nix- 
on and Connally greet rich 
Texas Republicans and promi- 
nent Democratic defectors. 


Shriver presumably would 


use the contrast to dramatize 
the Democratic ticket's repeat- 
ed characterizations of Nixon 
as the rich man's candidate.

Dear Dr. 
Lamb—Would 


you please write something 
about depression. I'm 42, 
married, have three healthy 
children, and no problems 
to speak of, a good husband 
and few children problems. 
I get depressed occasionally, 
and I'm simply awful at this 
time. I say things I'm sorry 
for later and am terribly em- 
barrassed about it after I 
come out of it. I dwell on 
the past—things that may 
have hurt me. I know this is 
wrong but I can't help my- 
self. I've actually thought of 
suicide. It's especially bad 
around my period. I am on 
the pill and thought that 
maybe this aggravated my 
depression, but actually I 
started getting this way in 
my 30s before I took the pill. 


I spoke to my doctor and 


he gave me a tranquilizer 
which helped, but I don't 
want to take medicine all my 
life. I fight the depression 
when I feel it coming on. 
Just the smallest comment 
can put me into one. I 
thought perhaps it was be- 
ing aggravated by starting 
the menopause and I asked 
my doctor about this and he 
said "Ah, you're too young 
for that." There must be 
other people like me, I cer- 
tainly can't be one of a kind. 


I forgot to mention that 


my sister has been in a men- 
tal hospital and there are 
times when I think 
my 


mother should be hospital- 
ized as a mental patient. Did 
I inherit this and am I 
mentally ill? 


Dear Reader—There is a 


great 
difference 
between 


having a true depression and 
being sad or just sensitive. 
A person who has a depres- 
sion has a profound sense of 
lack of self worth and tends 
to depreciate himself and is 
not just "sad." Even body 
m o v e m e n t s and mental 
thinking are slowed and the 
face is often expressionless. 
The confusion is made worse 
by the common habit of re- 
ferring to sadness as being 
"depression." Being overly 
sensitive to.-, other individ-. 
ual's comments or events is 
something else again and a 
real psychotic depression is 
usually not helped by tran- 
quilizers. It takes more. 


Women's moods do change 


in relation to their cycle and 
women who tend to have 
emotional disturbances ap- 
pear to have more trouble on 
the pill and certainly at the 
menopause. 


Incidentally, you are not 


too young to have the meno- 
pause. Many women start 
the menopause in their 30s 
and a few even in their latter 
20s (the latter is relatively 
rare). 


Although true 
psychotic 


depressions are not inherit- 
ed, there is an increased 
likelihood for a person to 
have them if other members 
of the family have such a 
disorder. 


Anyone who has reason- 


able evidence of a depres- 
sion or a real depressive 
state deserves early psychi- 
atric attention. Much can be 
done to help. New medicines 
have been developed to ele- 
vate patient's moods and 
combat depression and in 
certain cases electric shock 
therapy is indicated. 


It is true that some in- 


dividuals with these prob- 
lems are suicide prone. Your 
letter isn't conclusive evi- 
dence that you have depres- 
sion, but if you're really 
concerned afroiit the prob- 
lem, why don't you ask your 
doctor to refer you to a psy- 
chiatrist?

Rate increase 
review voided 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — A 


regulation was adopted Thurs- 
day by the state Public Service 
commission that apparently 
will void automatic reviews by 
the federal Price Commission 
of any utility rate increase 
granted in Arkansas. 


The regulation, drafted in 


consultation with the Price 
Commission staff, establishes 
certain conditions for granting 
rate increases and is aimed at 
preventing increases that would 
violate federal price guidelines. 


Now, utility rate increases 


granted by state and federal 
regulatory agencies are re- 
viewed by the Price commis- 
sion before they go into effect. 
If the Price Commission ap- 
proves the new regulation, that 
no longer will be necessary. 


The general counsel of the 


Price Commission has assured 
the PSC that he would recom- 
mend approval of the regu- 
lation.

The new rule says that a util- 


ity seeking a rate increase 
must show that the increase is 
justified by existing costs and 
not by expected inflation in the 
future, that it is the minimum 
required to assure safe service 
and to provide for needed ex- 
pansion, that it will achieve the 
minimum rate of return needed 
to attract capital at reasonable 
cost and not impair the utility's 
credit, that the increase does 
not stand on increases beyond 
those allowed by the federal 
guidelins, and that it takes into 
account anticipated gains in 
productivity.

KENTUCKY PAPER 
DROPS LEGAL AID 


IX)UISVILLE, Ky. (AP) - In 


light of a U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling, the Louisville Courier- 
Journal has said it will not give 
further legal support to Paul 
Branzburg, a former reporter 
for the newspaper. 


Branzburg has been sen- 


tenced to six months in jail for 
refusing to give information to 
a Jeffersy County grand jury. 


He is presently a reporter in 


Detroit, and officials have in- 
dicated they might not seek to 
extradite him to serve his jail 
sentence. 


The editor and publisher of 


the paper, Barry Bingham Jr., 
noted that the case has gone to 
the Supreme Court, "and I just 
don't think there's anything 
more we can do. We just have 
to live with the law." 


The Supreme Court ruled in 


June that newsmen do not have 
the right to withhold informa- 
tion from grand juries. 


Branzburg had refused to tes- 


tify about a hashish making op- 
eration he witnessed and wrote 
about in 1969 while working for 
the Courier-Journal. 


Commonwealth's Atty. Edwin 


Schroering said Thursday he 
may drop the case against 
Branzburg if present evidence 
indicates the hashish operation 
is no longer in Louisville.

WASHINGTON (AP) - If to

Nixon may capture a substan- 
tial portion of the labor vote. It 
would be a coup virtually with- 
out precedent for a modern-day 
Republican. 


The first half of the problem 


already has been whipped: the 
normally close-knit ranks of the 
labor-union leadership 
have 


splintered. Labor advisers to 
both candidates say the split 
can only benefit Nixon and 
harm 
Democratic 
nominee 


George McGovern. 


Labor's early-summer dis- 


array has hardened into identi- 
fiable pro-Nixon, pro-McGovern 
and neutral camps, a splinter- 
ing due only in part to Nixon's 
overtures to iU- leaders even 
from the early days of his ad- 
ministration. 


McGovern himself contrib- 


uted to the split simply by tak- 
ing positions some labor lead- 
ers, notably the redoubtable 
George Meany, find personally 
repugnant. When the gap be- 
tween McGovern and the labor 
chiefs inched wider, Nixon 
swiftly moved in. 


The factionalization of organ- 


ized labor has made "the 
American worker" perhaps the 
most diligently wooed voter in 
current campaign literature.

It was the biggest gathering 


of Bible scholars ever held, 
about 3,000 of them, from 26 
countries. They met under the 
sign of the butterfly — a sym- 
bol of humanity's soaring spir- 
it. And they sought to trace its 
horizons. 


"The highest ideal," said Ro- 


man Catholic theologian Walter 
Rasper, of Germany's Univer- 
sity of Tubingen, "is now no 
longer the person who pos- 
sesses himself and who exists 


MISSIONARY in and for himself, but rather 


existence for the many." 


That, he added, is the goal 


upheld by Jesus, whose life un- 
leashed a love that overcomes 
the world's dominating snare, 
the "will to power," and that 
makes for a "revolution which 
reaches to the very depth of 
man's understanding of real- 
ity." 


It offers the "beginning and 


the foundation of a new recon- 
ciled humanity," he said. 


This was a note sounded 


frequently as the thinkers, rep- 
resenting 
15 different associ- 


ations of specialized scholar- 
ship, met in Los Angeles 
recently for the International. 
Congress of Learned Societies 
in the Field of Religion, the 
first of its kind and scope. 


It was sponsored by the 


School of Theology at Clare- 
mont, Calif., and the American 
Council of Learned Societies.

sented, many of them ecademi* 
cally abstruse, yet pointing In- 
sistently to the mounting Inter- 
dependence of human beings, 
their preservation hinging on 
each other, and yet also to 
their inherent brutalities and 
limitations. 


"The six o'clock news is the 


most brutal program on tele- 
vision —end we do not even 
turn it off," said theologian Al- 
bert Friedlander, of London. 
"The fine edge of our sensi- 
bilities has been worn away by 
the monstrosities of our age." 


At the same time, the Biblic- 


al vision of living for each oth- 
er, of mutual coresponslbtlity, 
brotherhood and peace among 
men Is obscured and threatened 
by modern trends, the scholars 
said, and yet those very trends 
subtly and increasingly under- 
score the need for the ideal. 


"Traditional Christianity Is 


playing an ever decreasing part 
in the explicit doctrines of 
people," said historian-sociolo- 
gist Benjamin Nelson of New 
York. 


However, he said, nuclear de- 


velopment, ultimate weapons 
and warnings of "doomsday" 
have evoked a new religious 
sense of the cosmos and of 
"creation, origin, meaning, pur- 
pose 
and 
destiny 
of 
the 


world"-an awareness drama- 
tized by astronauts on the moon 
reading from the Book of Gen- 
esis. 
"Indeed, the very questions 


which confront us now call us 
back in every way to the Book 
of Genesis and the theme of 
possible new beginnings," he 
said.

(AP) — Diplomats generally 
predicted that U.N. Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim will 
win a recommendation from 
the General Assembly's steer- 
ing committee today in favor of 
his proposal for an assembly 
debate this year on how to stop 
terrorism.

On the other hand, "At the 


other end of the income scale, 
nontaxability is considerably 
more common," the foundation 
reminds us. "For example, in 
1970 there were some 51 million 
returns filed with adjusted 
gross income under $10,000. Of 
these, 15 million, or nearly 30 
per cent, paid no federal in- 
come tax." 


Proposition No. 2: "Some big 


corporations do not pay taxes 
and profits are high." 


"Political 
observers 
have 


noted that almost 40 per cent of 
all corporations pay no federal 
income tax. The fact is that in 
a typical year almost 40 per 
cent of all corporations operate 
at a loss, with no income left to 
be taxed away." 


As for profits: "Profits have 


not risen nearly so rapidly as 
other economic indicators in re- 
cent years." 


Proposition No. 3: "Taxes 


are too high." The foundation 
agrees. 


Proposition No. 4: "Federal 


expenditures will go up and we 
need more revenue, perhaps a 
tax increase." The foundation 
disagrees. It suggests that too 
much is being spent now. 


What arouses curiosity about 


the report is not the findings. 
The foundation is strong in re- 
search and notable for factual 
accuracy. 
It is notable, how- 


ever, that the foundation con- 


siders these propositions most 
worthy of its immediate atten- 
tion when there are so many 
other issues involved in what it 
calls "the challenge of tax re- 
form." 


Perhaps the explanation lies 


in a list on the report's final 
page. 


It is a list of names, of mem- 


bers of the foundation's board 
of trustees and trustees' adviso- 
ry council. It is a list also of 
chairman and presidents of the 
nation's largest corporations, of 
some of the nation's richest 
men.

Barge smashes into toy bridge tunnel 


NORFOLK, Va. (AP) - Mill' 


tary salvage workers said to- 
day a 235-foot barge that 
slashed huge chunks from the 
Chesapeake Bay Bridge-Tunnel 
has been secured but they did 
not know when the craft would 
be towed away. 


Salvage 
workers 
labored 


through the night to embed the 
barge in the sand at the edge of 
the bay and reported it no long- 
er was an immediate threat to 
the 
battered 
17.6-mile-long 


structure. 


The barge, which went on a 


wind-whipped rampage early 
Thursday 
and repeatedly 


pounded the bridge after being 


separated from a tugboat, re- 
mained with its bow nestled in 
the last gaping hole gouged in 
the bridge. 


A spokesman for the bridge- 


tunnel commission said there 
•Was no final report on the 
amount of structural damage to 
the bridge, but indicated the 
key link in the ocean highway 
jthat extends from New York to 
Florida might be closed a 
"month or more. 


The collision with the bridge 


occurred exactly 32 months 
after the Navy cargo ship Yan- 
cey ripped out a 375-foot section 
of the structure, closing it to 
traffic for 42 days. Repairs coat

BAT PROBLEM 18 
LIKELY IN STATE 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Dr. 


Harvie R. Ellis, state director 
of the Veterinary Public Health 
Division, said Thursday that 
the bat migration could cause 
an additional rabies problem in 
Arkansas this fall. 


About 100 confirmed cases of 


rabies have been reported so 
far this year. There were 139 
cases last year, Ellis said. 


Part of the problem is the an- 


nual migration of bats as they 
follow the insects south. The 
bats could pose an additonal 
problem until mid-November, 
Ellis said.
